To  the  Editor. 

SIR, 

I  FEEL  fo  much  rcfpedt  to  the  memory 
of  every  great  and  good  man,  of 
U’hattver  nation  or  religion,  that  1  am 
defirous  of  holding  forth  the  portrait  of 
one  of  the  molt  extraordinary  kings  with 
which  God  ever  blefled  a  people.  All 
mankind  are  inlertfted  in  Holding  forth 
the  virtues  of  a  great,  wife,  and  juft 
king  :  there  are  but  few  kings  on  earth, 
but  there  are  millions  of  fubjeds :  and 
even  little  kings  may  learn  to  aft  wifely 
from  example,  though  they  might,  un¬ 
fortunately  for  themfelves  and  their 
people,  have  been  born,  or  inftrufted, 
not  to  think  wifely. 

In  the  conduft  of  Henry  there  was 
fomething  fo  truly  great,  that  he  feem- 
ed  rather  defigned  by  God  to  be  a  go¬ 
vernor,  than  born  by  chance  to  govern. 
His  foibles  (for  foibles  he  had)  were 
thrown  fo  much  behind  in  the  back 
ground  of  his  portrait,  that  they  were 
icarcc  vifiblc  in  a  piftnre,  where  his  vir- 
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tues  appeared  fo  vivid.  His  bravery,  his 
magnanimity,  gcnerofity,  charity,  humi¬ 
lity,  and  good  fenfe,  feafoned  too  with 
wit  (a  very  uncommon  attendant  upon 
fenfe),  rendered  him  one  of  the  mofta- 
greeable  men  imaginable.  But  when 
fuch  rare  qualifications  fall  to  the  lot  of 
a  king,  they  could  not  but  blaze  forth 
like  a  cohiet,  and  attraft  the  attention 
of  all  that  quarter  of  the  globe  to  whom 
he  became  viliblc.  It  is  a  plealing  reflec¬ 
tion  to  me,  to  think  that  I  may  be  able 
as  it  were  to  raife  (I  fpeak  not  profanely) 
a  great  man  from  the  dead,  and  make 
thofe  born  a  century  after  his  death 
perfeftly  acquainted  with  himj  if  it  be 
faid  liovv  vain  a  Sir  Clement  Cottercl  I 
am,  fo  be  it :  neither  you  nor  your  rea¬ 
ders  (hall  have  any  knowledge  of  the 
writer.  I  mean  only  to  make  you  and 
them  acquainted  with  my  favourite 
king.

lefs.  Beiides  which,  he  was  happy  in 
laving  none  about  his  perfon  but  men 
>f  fuperior  genius  and  abilities,  who 
lad  no  other  objcd  but  the  good  of  the 
late,  and  the  glory  and  intereft  of  their 
monarch.  With  all  thefe  advantages, 
no  wonder  that  he  fhone  with  fo  much 
refpiendency,  and  that  his  name  fhould 
be  handed  down  to  pofterity  with  fuch 
repeated  applaufe.  Voltaire  has  made 
the  heroic  virtixer.  of  this  prince  the 
theme  of  one  of  his  fineft  productions. 
That  great  writer,  in  his  epic  poem, 
feems  to  have  forced  his  powers  in  the 
character  he  has  given  of  this  magnani¬ 
mous  prince.  The  French  nation,  who 
are  perhaps  the  greateft  enthufi^fts  ima¬ 
ginable,  in  refpeCt  to  the  love  they  bear 
their  monarchs,  have  never  Ihewn  more 
regard,  or  paid  greater  refpeCt  to  the 
memory  of  any  prince,  than  they  have 
done  to  Henry  IV. ;  which  is  confirmed 
by  the  great  number  of  fine  paintings, 
fculptures,  poems,  &c.  by  which  they 
have  recorded  his  glorious  life,  and  fatal 
death.  Among  other  fine  pieces  of 
fculpture  which  arc  to  be  feen  of  him  in 
difterent  parts  of  the  kingdom,  one  is 
the  very  beautiful  equeftrian  ftatue  on 
the  Pont-Ncuf  at  Paris,  which  few  men 
ever  pafs  by  without  taking  off  their 
hats ;  even  people  of  condition,  at  this 
day,  do  not  omit  to  pay  fo  fmall  a  tri¬ 
bute  to  one,  whofc  memory  they  fo 
highly  revere.  The  arts  and  fciences 
feem  to  have  vied  with  each  other,  in 
endsavouring  to  give  mankind  a>  true 
idea  of  the  fingular  excellence  of  this 
great  man ;  and  have  held  him  out  as  a 
pattern  to  all  other  princes,  who  ought 
to  know  that  jufticc  and  clemency  are 
the  firft  virtues  in  a  fovereign  prince. 
That  Henry  thought  fo,  is  certain  ;  for 
when  he  was  urged  by  fomc  of  hi* 
friends  to  ufe  feverity  towards  thofe 
who  had  rebelled  againft  him  ;  he  re¬ 
plied,  “  Ifo ;  tliere  arc  more  flics 
caught  with  one  pound  of  honey,  than 
by  hogfheads  of  vinegar.*' 

Whilft  Jeanne  d’Albret  was  big  with 
Henry,  her  father  made  her  promife  to 
fing  him  a  fong  during  her  la^ur  pains, 
that  (he  might  not,  he  laid,  bring  him  a 
ptevilh  whining  child.  The  princefs  it 
feems  had  the  courage  to  pt^orni  her 


promife ;  and  fung  him  a  fong  In  her 
own  lai^uage  (the  Beamois)  in  fpite  of 
her  fufferiiigs.  The  child,  it  is  faid, 
came  into  the  world  without  crying  i 
wtxen  bis  grandfather  took  him  in  his 
arms,  and  after  rubbing  his  lips  with  a 
clove  of  garlick,  made  him  fuck  a  drop 
of  wine  out  of  his  gold  cup,  believing, 
that  means,  to  make  him  ftrong  and 
vigorous.

Henry  was  educated  In  a  very  diffe¬ 
rent  manner  from  the  princes  of  the  pre- 
fent  age.  He  was  brought  up  in  a  caftle 
at  Bearn,  which  was  fituated  among  the 
mountains  ;  his  father  would  not  Aifier 
him  to  be  clothed  differently  from  other  ^ 
children  of  the  country,  and  accuftomed 
him  to  climb  the  rugged  rocks,  nourifh* 
cd  him  with  brown  bread,  beef,  cheefe, 
and  ale,  and  often  made  him  walk  out 
with  his  head  and  feet  bare,  even  in  the 
fevereft  feafons.  Henry,  by  being  thus 
early  inured  to  hardihips,  was  enabled 
to  go  into  the  army  at  an  age  that  few 
other  princes  quit  their  nui^ry.  Be¬ 
fore  he  was  fixteen,  he  was  at  a  battle  of 
the  Huguenots,  accompanied  by  the 
young  prince  of  Condc,  under  the  guard 
of  Ludovic,  and  efcorted  by  four  thou- 
fand  horfe.  Here  Henry  firft  betrayed 
the  utmoft  impatience  to  be  in  the  mid  ft 
of  adion,  and  to  fignalize  himfelf ;  but 
he  was  only  permitted  to  be  a  fpedator 
on  account  of  his  youth.  One  day  as 
Fenelon  was  painting  to  Henry  the  hor¬ 
rors  of  the  war,  the  fire  of  which  he 
faid  went  near  to  overwhelm  the  whole 
kingdom,  Henry  replied,  C*  efl  ftn  feu  a 
eteMre  awe  un  feeau  feaUf  **  This  fire 
may  be  extinguifhed  even  with  one  pail 
of  water:**  How?  replied  Fenelon;

“  WE  all  knovr'and  feel  that  we  arc 
weak,  coirupt,  and  finful  creatures.  Wc 
find  in  (.uiiVlves  inch  a  natural  and  in¬ 
nate  propenlity  to  what  is  wrong,  and 
Inch  a  b.ickw’ardnefs  and  indifpofitioi»» 
in  many  infi.inccs,  to  do  what  is  righti 
that  we  cannot  but  conclude  (what  ferip^ 
ture  allures  us  is  true)  that  the  bumall 
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fr.ime  has  undergone  fomc  great  Ihock* 
and  contraded  fomc  very  fatal  diforder, 
fincc  it  firft  came  out  of  the  hands  of  its 
wife  and  benevolent  Author.  We  per¬ 
ceive  ourfelvcs  incapable  of  pleafing  a 
God  of  infinite  purity  and  holinefs,  with¬ 
out  fome  further  help  than  nature  can 
give  us,  and  without  greater  indulgences 
than  we  have  any  title  to  exped.  Eve¬ 
ry  thinking  man  mull  be  Icnfiblc,  that, 
aUcr  all  his  endeavours,  and  the  very  ut- 
molt  he  can  do,  he  is  ftill  not  only  an 
unprofitable,  but  too  often  an  ungrateful 
and  difobedient  fervant.  His  palTions 
fjcqucntly  hurry  him  into  the  mod  hei¬ 
nous  crimes,  and  thefe  fometimes  grow 
into  habits,  which  he  finds  it  is  extreme¬ 
ly  diflicult  to  fubdiic  :  or  if,  by  fome  un¬ 
common  effort,  he  does  refeue  himfelf 
from  this  flavery,  yet  how  (hall  he  vvalh 
away  the  (lain  that  fin  has  left  in  his 
foul  ?  How  fliall  he  appeafe  the  anger, 
and  regain  the  favour  of  his  offended 
Maker  r—“  By  repenting  (you  will  per¬ 
haps  fay)  and  amending  his  life.*'  This 
is  undoubtedly  the  bed  thing  he  can  do, 
and  what  every  finner  is  bound  to  do. 
r>nt  there  is  no  reafon  to  believe  that  re¬ 
pentance  and  reformation  alone  will  be 
fuflicient  to  avert  the  punifhment  due  to 
pad  tranfgrdlions.  Repenting  is  only 
being  forry  for  w'hat  has  been  done 
amiis  :  But  that  does  not  undo  it — it 
does  not  put  us  in  the  fame  date  as  if 
we  iiad  never  done  it.  Reformation  of 
life  is  doing  right  for  the  future:  but 
tliat  can  no  more  make  amends  for  ha¬ 
ving  aded  wrong  before,  than  forbear* 
ing  tocontrad  new  debts  can  pay  off  the 
old.  It  is  indeed  probable  that  repent¬ 
ance  ami  amendment  will  be  accepted 
favourably  by  our  Maker:  but  the  fin¬ 
ner  has  no  good  ground',  either  fn)m 
reafon  or  expeiience,  to  tlunk  that  they 
will  be  fuffeient  to  obtain  pardon,  much 
Icfs  reward,  without  fomething  elfe  to 
afiid  and  in  conjundion  with  them. 
He  fees  every  day,  that  the  bittereft  for- 
row,  and  the  fincerefl  reformation,  will 
not  redore  the  credit,  the  fortune,  the 
health,  the  llrength,  that  his  vices  have 
dedroyed  ;  and  why  then  fhould  he  fup- 
pofe  that  they  w’ill  favc  him  from  punifh- 
ireut  in  the  next  world,  when  they  can¬ 
not  do  it  even  in  this? — The  natural  ap- 
preheitfions  of  mankind  arc  repugnant 
to  fuch  an  idea.  The  heathens  them- 
felves  never  imagined  that  repentance 
and  reformation  were  an  adequate  atonc- 
Ricnt  for  fin.  They  made  ufc  of  animal 
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facrifices  to  appeafe  their  offended  gods; 
an  expedient  of  fo  fingular,  fo  unplea- 
fant,  and  fo  expenfive  a  nature,  that 
they  would  never  have  had  recourfc  to 
it,  had  they  not  thought  fuch  an  expia¬ 
tion  abfolutely  necefiary ;  h.4d  they  not 
been  perfuaded  that,  after  all  they  could 
do  themfelves,  fomething  mull  be  done 
or  fuffered  by  fome  other  being,  before 
they  could  be  reftored  to  the  condition 
they  were  in  before  they  forfeited  their 
innocence.  What  reafon,  then,  can  we 
have  to  think  otherwife  ?.  Tlvp  goodnefs 
of  God  does,  indeed,  give  us  ground  to 
hope  that  he  will,  (bme  way  or  other, 
Ihow  mercy  to  his  wretched  creatures  ; 
but  his  juflice  and  his  holinefs  give  equal 
caufe  to  think  that  he  will  affert  his  au¬ 
thority,  and  fupport  his  laws,  by  the 
puniihment  of  thofc  that  tranfgrefs  them. 
How  then  fliall  we  reconcile  thefe  two 
feemingly  inconfiftent  expc(5lations  ► 
What  mode  of  treatment  can  we  fup- 
pofe  it  poffible  for  the  Almighty  to  adopt 
towards  the  human  race,  which  fliall  at 
once  manifeft  his  abhorrence  of  fin,  and 
his  tendernefs  for  the  finiier — fliall  rc» 
leafe  offenders  from  that  heavy  punifh- 
ment  which  their  difobedicncc  merits, 
expofing  his  authority  to  contempt,  or 
giving  others  encouragement  to  hope 
that  they  nray  infult  his  laws  with  im¬ 
punity  ? — Nothing  Icfs  than  infinite  wif- 
dom  cbultl  ftrike  out  an  expedient  like 
this ;  and  infinite  wdfdom  did  accor¬ 
dingly  devife  the  following  gracious  me¬ 
thod  of  giving  falvation  to  mankind. 
At  the  properclt  time  for  fuch  an  inter- 
pofition,  God  thought  fit  to  fend  his 
own  Son  into  the  world,  who  took  our 
nature  upon  him,  and,  after  teaching  a 
molt  pure  and  holy  religion,  of  which 
his  own  life  was  a  perfect  example,  he 
voluntarily  fubmitted  to  a  cruel  and  ig-» 
nominious  death  upoft  the  crofs  ;  which 
our  Maker  was  pic  ifed  to  confider  as  an 
atonement  and  fatisfaiflion  made  to  hit 
juflice  for  the  fins  of  all  mankind,  and  to 
accept  it  in  lieu  of  that  punifliment 
which  they  had  juflly  incurred  at  hit 
hands.  Thus  “  did  mercy  and  juflice 
‘  meet  together,  rightcoufnefs  and  peace 
‘  did  kifs  each  other."  For  the  fake  of 
that  fputlefs  facriftce,  offered  up  for  u* 
by  Chrifl  our  High  Prieft  (to  which  the 
union  of  his  divine'nature  with  the  hu4 
man  gave  unfpeakablc  value),  God  h-it 
promil'cel  to  bellow  on  all  who,  in  pro-i’ 
portion  to  their  means  of  knowledge^ 

believe  in  his  blcflcd  Son,  and,  repcnt<< 

...  ..  ,  ,  , 
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inp  of  !iis  pad  faults,  endeavour  faithful¬ 
ly  to  obey  him,  pardon,  grace,  and  ever- 
laltirg  life. 

This  is  that  mod  important  doctrine 
of  atonement,  which  is  the  bafis  of  all 
our  hopes,  t!ie  chief  corncr-ftone  of  the 
whole  Cliriflian  fyftem,  the  great  leading 
principle  which  runs  through  all  the  fa- 
cred  writings,  and  animates  and  ennobles 
almoft  ev-try  part  of  our  liturgy.  If  you 
alk  what  authority  there  is  for  aferibing 
I'o  much  efficacy  to  the  death  of  Chrift  ? 

I  r.nfwer,  the  very  hlgheft — the  plain, 
exprefs,  and  pofitive  declarations  of  ho¬ 
ly  writ,  fuch  as  it  is  impoffible,  without 
violating  all  the  common  rules  of  inter¬ 
pretation,  to  wreft  to  any  other  mean¬ 
ing.  Search  the  feriptures  yourfelves,  I 
beVeech  you,  and  fee  whether  thefc 
things  arc  not  fo.  Sec  whether  they  do 
not  tell  you,  that  “  Chi  ill  was  wounded 
*  for  our  tranfgrcffions,  and  bruifed  for 
‘  our  iniquities  that  “  the  chaftife- 
‘  raent  of  our  peace  wms  upon  him 
and  that  “  by  his  (tripes  we  arc  healed 
that  “  the  Lord  laid  on  him  the  iniqui- 
‘  tic^  of  us  all  that  “  for  our  tranf- 
‘  greffions  he  w’as  ftricken,  and  his  foul 
‘  made  an  offering  for  tin.*’  This  is  the 
language  of  the  prophets  many  hundred 
years  before  our  Saviour  came  into  the 
world  ;  which  Ihows  that  his  death  was 
neither  accidenta’,  nor  merely  the  natu¬ 
ral  confequence  of  his  bolduefs  in  re¬ 
proving  the  reigning  vices  of  the  age, 
iuit  was  pre-deiermined  long  before, 
and  was  intended  to  be  a  propitiatory 
facTiticc,  a  vicarious  puniffimer.t  for  the 
(ins  of  all  mankind.  In  perfect  confo- 
nance  with  this  i<lea,  the  facred  WTiters 
of  the  New  Teftament  tell  us,  that 
“  the  Son  of  man  came  to  give  his  life  a 
‘  ranfom  for  many  that  “  he  is  the 
‘  I.amb  of  God,  w  hich  takclh  away  the 

*  fins  of  the  world:’*  that  “  God  fet 

*  him  forth  to  be  a  propitiation  through 
‘  faitli  in  his  blood.  Chrift  hath  loved 

*  us  (fays  St  Paul),  and  hath  given  him- 
‘  Ic’d  for  us  an  offering  and  a  facrifice  to 
‘  Gml.  Now  once  in  the  end  of  the 
‘  world  hath  he  appeared  to  put  away 
‘  fin  by  the  facrifice  of  hirnfelf.  He  w';»8 
‘  once  offered  to  btar  the  fins  of  many. 

*  He  hath  once  futfered  for  fins,  the  juft 
‘  for  the  uniuft,  that  he  might  bring  us 

*  to  G*>d.  He  gave  liimrclf  a  ranfom 
‘  for  all,  that  he  might  redeem  us  from 

*  all  iniquity.”  And  the  whole  New 
ytfiameul  declares,  lliat  we  arc  ”  rc- 


*  deemed  by  him,  purchafed  and  bought 
‘  with  the  price  of  his  blood.** 

Thefc,  my  brethren,  arc  the  w'ords  of 
feripture  ;  and,  if  words  have  any  mean¬ 
ing  at  ail,  thefe  can  mean  nothing  elfe 
than  that  Chrift  came  into  the  world  on 
purpofe  to  fuffer  death  upon  the  crofi 
for  our  redemption  5  and  that  he  made 
there  a  “  full,  perfect,  and  fufficieut  fa¬ 
crifice,  oblation,  and  fatistaCtion  for  the 
fins  of  the  whole  world.**  This  I  am 
fure  is  the  fenfe  in  w’hich  every  plain 
man  muft  underftand  the  paftages  above 
quoted  ;  and  if  this  fenfe  can,  by  any  in¬ 
genious  device  of  criticifm,  be  conveyed 
aw’ay,  and  a  totally  ditferent  one  (lipped 
into  its  place,  it  would,  1  apprehend,  be 
no  difficult  matter,  by  the  very  fame 
dexterity  of  interpretation,  to  explain 
away  the  triitli  of  every  do<ftrine,  and 
the  obligation  of  every  precept,  that  is 
to  be  found  in  the  gofpel. 

If  fuch,  then,  are  the  benefits  we  de¬ 
rive  from  the  death  of  our  blelTed  Lord  ; 
if  in  his  blood  our  guilt  is  waOied  away  ; 
if  through  his  merits,  not  our  own  (on 
the  conditions  of  repentance,  faith,  and 
amendment),  we  obtain  the  remiffion  of 
our  fins,  and  the  inheritance  of  cvcrlaft- 
ing  life ;  confider,  I  befeech  you,  what 
kind  of  return  do  fuch  invaluable  mercies 
demand ;  confider  whether  that  very 
day,  on  which  thefe  mercies  w'ere  con¬ 
veyed  to  you,  ought  ill  reafon,  in  juftice, 
in  gratitude,  in  common  decency,  to  be 
treated  in  the  manner  it  too  commonly 
is.  “I  fpeak  as  to  wife  men,  judge  ye 
*  w’hat  1  fay,**  and  determine  for  your- 
felves.  “  Greater  love,**  you  muft  al¬ 
low',  “  hath  no  man  than  this,  that  a 
‘  man  lay  dowm  his  life  for  his  friend.** 
Suppofe  then  for  a  moment,  that  fomc 
friend  of  your  owm  had  aftuallT  done 
this  for  you ;  that,  when  your  life  was 
forfeited  by  fomc  crime  againft  the  ftate, 
he  had  voluntarily  fubftituted  hirnfelf  in 
your  place,  and  fuffered  the  puniffimeut 
incurred  by  your  offence  ;  what  w’ould 
be  your  feelings — w  hat  would  be  your 
behaviour  on  the  occafion  ?  Would  you 
fuffer  the  annual  return  of  that  day,  on 
which  your  friend  died  for  you,  to  pafs 
unheeded,  undiftinguiftied,  unhallow'cd 
by  a  Tingle  tear  or  figh — by  a  finglc  re-' 
fle^ftlon  on  that  mod  tranfeendent  a6t  of 
kindnefs,  to  which  you  ow’ed  your  very 
cxiftence  ?  There  is  not  a  man  amongfl 
you  that  would  not  think  hirnfelf  injured 
and  in  l  ulled  by  fuch  a  fufpicion ;  Yet 
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this  fiippofed  adt  of  kiudnefs  (great  as  it 
^indoiibtedly  is),  falls  far  below  what 
yon  have  a^luaJy  experienced  from  the 
iovc  of  your  Redeemer.  It  was  not 
when  you  were  his  friends^  hut  when 
you  were  his  enemies^  that  he  facrificed 
his  life  for  you.  “  For  God  commend- 
‘  eth  his  love  towards  us,  in  that,  while 
*  we  were  (inners,  Chrift  died  for  us." 
We  believe,  or  profefs  to  believe,  that 
this  is  true  ;  and  yet  what  is  our  beha¬ 
viour  in  confequence  of  it  ?  Why,  on  the 
anniverfary  of  the  day  when  it  is  fuppo- 
led  to  have  happened,  too  many  of  us, 
alas !  are  as  eafy  and  unconcerned,  as 
much  devoted  to  bufinefs  or  to  plealure, 
as  if  nothing  in  the  world  had  happened 
with  which  we  had  the  leaft  concern  ! 
Is  this  right  ? — is  this  fitting  ?--i8  it 
Chriftian-like  ? — is  it  decent  ? — is  it  cre¬ 
ditable  : — Does  it  fhow  that  veneration, 
love,  and  gratitude,  which  malefa^ors 
reprieved  from  death  arc  wont  to  teftify 
towards  their  benefactor  and  deliverer  ? 

“  How  then  (you  will  perhaps  fay) 
would  you  have  us  obferve  this  day  V 
In  the  manner  certainly  preferibed  by 
the  chiircli,  and  in  which  it  ufed  an- 
liently  to  be  obferved,  with  as  r^uch  fc- 
rioufnel's,  folemnity,  and  devotion — 
with  as  abfolute  a  ceflation  of  all  world¬ 
ly  bufinefs  and  plcafure,  as  ufuaily  takes 
place  on  Sunday."

Speech  delivered  in  the  Pantheon, 
March  20.  1777,  the  ^ejlion^ 
“  Ought  the  civil  magiltratc  to  op- 
‘  pofe  the  mode  of  raifing  men  for 
*  his  majefty's  navy,  ‘as  at  prefent 
‘  praCtifed?" 

Mr  President, 

OUGHT  the  civil  maeiftratc  to  op- 
pofe  the  mode  of  rainng  men  for  his 
mijefiy’s  navy,  as  at  prefent  praCtifed  ? 
Undoubtedly — If  wc  be  a  free  people, 
he  undoubtedly  has  a  right  to  do  fo.  I 
am  but  little  verfed  in  the  nature  of  our 
cunftitution  ;  but,  fo  far  as  I  can  find, 
there  is  no  law  impowering  the  crown 
to  prefs  the  fubjeCt,  except  fuch  as,  by 
their  crimes,  have  forfeited  all  title  to 
the  protection  of  the  law’s.  Long  ufc 
may  indeed  feem  to  have  cftabliflicd  an 
authority  of  this  kind  ;  but  fuch  exer¬ 
tions  of  power  arc  never  iuftifiablc,  un- 
Kf»  in  cafes  of  imminent  danger,  when 


every  perfon  is  bound  to  ferve  his  coun¬ 
try.  Such  exertions  of  power,  as  Dr 
Blackftone  calls  them,  arc  excrefcences 
appended  to,  not  parts  inherent  in  our 
excellent  cbnfiitution.  Nay,  there  arc 
exprefs  provifos  in  favour  of  watermen 
and  failors  on  board  of  trading  velfels, 
who  arc  commonly  the  greateft  fulfcrcrs 
on  thefe  occafions,  by  which  thofe  exe¬ 
cuting  the  prefs-warrants  arc  prohibited 
from  molefiing  them,  and  by  which  they 
are  ordered,  before  they  proceed  to 
force  any  perfon,  to  Ihew  their  commif- 
fion  to  tWo  neighbouring  jufiices  of  the 
peace,  to  the  end  that  proper  means 
may  be  ufed  to  raife  the  number  of  men 
demanded  in  the  commiflion  ;  and,  if  I 
be  not  mifiaken,  all  fuch  commilTions, 
that  they  may  be  legal,  ought  to  have 
the  fandion  of  parliament. '  If  this  be 
not  the  cafe,  to  what  purpofe  arc  civil 
magiftratcb  ? — If,  for  inllancc,  the  provoft 
and  bailies  of  Edinburgh,  who,  by  vir¬ 
tue  of  their  office,  are  juftices  of  the 
peace  for  this  county  ;  if  thefe,  I  fay, 
have  no  power  to  fccurc  the  liberty  of 
the  fubjcCf,  within  their  jurifdiCfion, 
from  a  band  of  hardened  ruffians^  why  arc 
they  obliged  to  bind  Ihcmfelves  by  their 
oaths  cxprefbly  to  do  fo  ?  if  this  be  not 
the  cafe,  our  boafied  liberty  is  hut  an 
empty  name  I — If  that  liberty  muft  be 
held  at  the  plcafure  of  a  gang  alike  in- 
fenfible  to  juttice  as  to  humanity,  let  us 
rather  be  again  reduced  under  all  the 
rigours  of  the  feudal  fyftcm,  when  tlie 
vaifal  was  fccure,  at  leaft  from  foreign 
force,  under  the  protcdlion  of  his  chief¬ 
tain  ! — But  why  muft  this  violence  be 
chiefly  offered  to  thofe  who  toil  at  the 
oar  and  the  fail-yard? — What!  muft 
the  honeft  feaman,  who  rifles  his  life  in 
the  tempeft  and  the  wave,  to  fupply  his 
countrymen  with  the  ncccfTarics  and  de¬ 
licacies  of  life  from  every  quarter  of  the 
globe — muft  he  meet  with  this  unwor¬ 
thy  ufage  AS  the  reward  of  all  his  dan¬ 
gers  and  his  toils  ? — Forbid  it  freedom — 
forbid  it  jujlice — forbid  it  humanity  ! — 
Becaufe,  forfooth,  his  intercourfe  with 
the  hurricane^  and  the  fwelling  biUovu^ 
gives  him  a  caft  of  roughnefs  and  of  blufler^ 
muft  he  therefore  be  deemed  unworthy 
of  the  protedtion  and  privilege  of  the. 
laws  of  hif  country? — Muft  he  firft  be 
pointed  out  as  the  objcdl  of  deforcement 
and  hard  ufage  ? — Condemn  it,  ye  gene¬ 
rous  members  and  vifitors  of  the  free 
Pantbeonic  Society !

HOW’’  many  ways  are  there,  Mr  Prin¬ 
ter,  of  tooling  frrple  folks  out  of 
tluir  money  I  Truly  the  \Yays  thereof 
are  various,  aiul  innumerable  by  the  wit 
or  comprehenlion  of  man.

When  lliis  uncommon  advertifement 
fird  aitraCied  my  attention,  the  flriking 
icfemblance  afliriueil  ti>  be  given,  the 
fiuntiKls  ot  tin'.e  required  in  the  opera¬ 
tion,  made  me  veiy  Inionfly  con- 
eUide,  tint  the  operator  mud  be  polfef- 
fed  of  Umu*  great  and  wonderlul  fecret, 
never  as  yet  known  or  imparted  to  the 
worKl ;  or  that  it  was  the  eficed  of  art 
luagic.  You  may  fwcar  I  had  the  curio- 


fity  to  wait  upon  the  lady,  in  order  te 
folve  the  pheenomtnon  if  pofTible,  a  | 
lead  to  gratify  my  vanity  in  feeing  a  wyl 
firUing  likenefi  of  my  own  phiz.  I  went 
up  accordingly  with  a  friend  ;  but,  alas! 

1  could  not  have  that  fatisfadtion,  as  the 
peculiarity  and  fingularity  of  my  face 
(wdiich,  to  be  fure,  is  fingular  enough) 
mod  unluckily  happens  not  to  lie  in  the 
Jhadonv^  but  in  the  fuhjlance.

*  The  faernmenty  fo  called  by  the  country 
peopUy — perl  apjy  becaufe  at  that  time  they 
take  occalion  to  indulge  themfelves  mere 
freely  in  exctjfes  than  on  otdirlary  Sundays* 
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But  let  them  laugh  that  wins ;  This 
great  art  has  already  put  the  proteffbr  of 
it  in  pofleflion  of  a  large  fortune,  and 
the  foie  pradice  of  it  is  infured  to  her 
hy  the  king's  patent ;  and  who  dare  call 
that  in  cjiicftion  ?  I  have  heard  of  many 
patents,  but  this  is  a  mock  upon  them 
all.  To  be  fure,  it  is  but  jull  and  rea- 
fonable,  that  a  perfon  who  has  the  merit 
of  any  improvement  in  art  or  fcience, 
fliould  be  confirmed  in  the  property  of 
the  emoluments  ariling  from  it,exclnlive 
of  all  others  ;  for  though  monopolies,  in 
other  refpeds,  may  be  obnoxious  to  the 
public,  in  this  cafe  it  is  certainly  com¬ 
mendable,  and  beneficial  to  Ibciety  as 
well  as  the  individual.  The  intcnliou 
was  good  ;  but  alas!  wliat  will  not  the 
bed  of  Inftitulious  degenerate  into  I  — 
Do  we  not  fee  the  moll  infignificant, 
and  often  hurtful  pradices  under  the 
fandion  of  tlie  royal  patent?  Yet  this 
mult  in  no  manner  be  aferibed  to  his 
niajefiy,  but  to  the  corruption  and  vena¬ 
lity  of  thofe  in  office.

Sketch  of  the  Life  of  the  Rev.  Dr 
Dodd. 

Great  calamities  operate  forcibly 
on  the  human  heart :  Every  degree 
of  mifery  excites  proportionable  corn- 
paffion  ;  but  the  extremes  of  wretched - 
nefs  take  immediate  and  full  pofleffion 
of  all  the  fyrnpathy  and  lealibilities  of 
our  nature. 

Such  is  the,  difpofition  of  mind  in 
which  we  fit  down  to  prefent  our  rea¬ 
ders  with  a  ihort,  but  authentic  account 
.of  the  rev.  Dr  Dodd.  His  ftory,  fairly 
recited,  wdll  prove,  we  trull,  equally  in- 
Ytrinflivc  and  inteiclliiig.  It  will  Ihcw 
how  dangerous  it  is  to  be  daz/kd  with  , 
the  fplendor  of  falhion,  to  be  abforbed 
in  projeds  of  ambition,  and  to  trifle 
with  priitciple  and  probity. 

He  is  the  eldell  Ton  of  a  late  clcrgy- 
ma.n  in  Lincoinfliire,  who  was  chiefly 
conipicuous  and  refpedahic  among  hig 
neighbours  for  the  fnnplicity  of  his  man¬ 
ners,  his  exemplary  piety,  and  benevo¬ 
lent  difpofition.  The  dodor,  much  to 
the  fatisfadiou  of  all  his  friends,  difeo- 
vered  aa  early  and  ftrong  prcdilcdion 
for  the  church  ;  and  his  father  took  care 
to  rcpleniflr  his  young  mind  wuth  the 
bell  and  pureft  principles  gf  morality 
and  religion  ;  for  the  dgeility  of  mind, 
and  franknefs  of  temper,  that  marked 
every  period  of  hi$  youth,  prouipted  the 
affiduity,  and  interefted  the  attention  of 
all  w'ho  had  any  flrarc  in  his  education. 

His  improvement  was  confcquently  very 
promifing,  and  gave  him  a  ferifible  fupc- 
riority  over  moll  of  his  fchool-fellows. 

Thus  initiated  in  the  various  branches 
of  claffical  Laming,  he  went  to  Cam¬ 
bridge,  where  his  talents,  application, 
and  addrefs,  foon  diltinguilhed  him  from 
the  croud.  His  fii  ft  attempts  in. orato¬ 
ry  in  particular  did  him  great  honour. 

The  fpeeches  he  pronounced,  and  the 
vcifes  he  recited  before  the  chancel 
lor,  were  much  admired  by  the  whole 
univerfity.  It  does  ni»t  appear,  how¬ 
ever,  that  the  duke  of  Newcaftlc  was 
fufficicntly  ca'ptivated  to  intcrcit  himfclf 
much  further  iu  his  fortune.

were  paying  him  a  compliment,  in  put¬ 
ting  him  to  an  cxpence  which  he  was 
but  ill  able  to  bear. 

I'he  fingle  favour  he  derived  from  all 
thefe  attentions  to  the  grc.at,  was  the 
flattering  denomination  of  being  chap¬ 
lain  in  (»rdinary  to  the  king.  This  is  ra- 
flier  a  poll  of  honour  than  of  profit,  and 
only  fermented  thofc  afi'edlions  for  con- 
iVijner.ee  and  fliow,  which  he  was  natii- 
raliy  but  too  prone  to  indulge.  Here, 
liowever,  lie  acquitted  himfelf  with  pro¬ 
priety  ;  and  it  is  but  jufticc  to  own  that 
the  royal  chapel  was  never  focrouded  as 
when  lie  preached. 

Ambition  never  inflames  the  heart 
without  lloring  the  head  wdth  ftrata- 
gems  for  the  completion  of  its  purpofes. 
Hence  the  project  of  building  a  chapel  of 
tiifc  on  the  ruinous  terms  of  defraying 
the  cxpence  by  annuities.  This  feheme 
r.iifed  a  good  deal  of  money — hut  no¬ 
thing  equal  to  his  expectations.  It 
plunged  him,  befidcs,  into  another  debt, 
which  removed  him  ftill  further  1‘rom 
his  favourite  ebjeCt  of  opulence  and  in- 
depenJence. 

Tlie  affair  of  St  George's  Chapel,  Ha- 
nnvcr-lquarc,  is  well  known  ;  nor  could 
any  thing  but  the  moft  urgent  neceflity 
hive  impelled  him  to  that  rafli  expe¬ 
dient.  This  was  the  firft  thing  w'hich 
hurt  liim  with  the  public.  He  forgot 
that  firnony,  however  common,  is  not 
yet  trivial  enough  to  meet  with  the  con¬ 
nivance  of  the  lord  high  chancellor  of 
Gre.it  llritain. 

Such  a  mortifying  ftrokc,  one  would 
have  thought,  as  it  difconctrtcd  many  of 
his  fchemes,  niiglit  alfo  have  fuppreffed 
the  moft  fanguinc  of  his  hopes.  This 
e fie <51,  however,  it  did  not  produce. 
His  fault  was  viewed  as  extremely  venial 
by  fomc,  as  mere  mifmanagement  by 
others,  and  by  all  as  too  ftvercly  pu- 
nilhtd. 

It  was  now  that,  with  the  return  of 
his  wonted  popularity,  he  obtained  from 
his  noble  pupil  a  difpenfation  to  hold 
another  and  richer  living,  together  with 
hu  former  one.  Thcl’c,  had  he  not  been 


fo  much  involved,  muft  have  made  hirn 
cafy  and  independent  for  life :  Yet  he 
never  thought  of  dotneftic  ceconomy,  as 
the  firtl  and  furclt  method  of  extricating* 
him  from  all  his  difficulties' — but  uni¬ 
formly  fpent  as  lavilhly  as  he  received.

The  Chriftian's  Magazdne,  it  is  faid, 
was  fomc  years  under  his  care ;  and  it 
is  not  yet  many  months  fince  he  had  the 
foie  management  of  a  Daily  Paper.  '1  he 
truth  is,  fome  of  his  foibies  had  been 
treated,  in  another  of  the  fame  name,  , 
with  a  freedom,  that  piqued  him  ;  and 
he  was  willing  for,  tliat  i  eafon  to  give 
this  new  oppofition  all  the  affiftance  in 
his  power.  His  foie  intention  was,  to 
preferve  the  ptavc  of  private  families, 
which  he  thought  injured  in  the  publi¬ 
cation  he  meant  to  oppofe  ;  and  the  at¬ 
tempt  was  lo  happy  and  well-tinwd, . 
that  a  little  more  refolntion  and  fplrit 
than  the  editor  poflefled  mull  have 
crowned  it  w'ith  fuccefs. 

Such  are  tfie  capital  outlines  of  a  life 
which  has  hitherto  been  grofsly  mifre- 
prefented.  Calumny  is  always  to  be 
found  in  the  rear  of  Misfortune  ;  Pro- 
fperity  qualhes  every  imputation;  wliilc 
Adverfity  ferves  but  for  a  ground- work 
on  which  DetraXion  may  d  vife  and 
execute  her  moft  hideous  and  deteftable 
inventions.

I  HAVE  often  been  tempted  to  ima¬ 
gine,  there  are  few  occurrences  in 
life  which  a  man  of  a  cool  temper  may 
not  turn  to  his  advantage.  Even  thpfe 
wlrich  we  call  misfortunes,  may,  if 
viewed  in  a  proper  light,  be  produ<5tive 
of  ufelVil  and  important  confequences ; 
and,  although  we  feldom  difeover  it, 
profperous  events  frequently  flow  from 
ciufes  which  the  world  calls  adverfe* 
f)piilcn<'e,  and  its  ufual  concomitant,  a 
fcivile  refped  from  the  croud,  are,  by 
tile  generality  of  mankind,  accounted 
t!)e  greateft  blefilngs,  w'hilft  their  oppo* 
fitts,  indigence  and  negledf,  are  reputed 
a  curfe, — notwiihllanding  they  are  gene¬ 
rally  the  moft  powerful  incitements  to 
indiiffry  and  virtue.  A  man  who  poflef- 
ies  wealth  is  very  apt  to  believe  he  re¬ 
quires  nothing  more,  and  therefore  gives 
liimfclf  no  concern  about  the  improve¬ 
ment  of  his  mind  ;  his  money  is  his  pafT- 
port  into  good  company;  but  as  fewto- 
i)ics  of  converfation  are  fuited  to  his  ca¬ 
pacity,  lie  determines  dogmatically  in 
all  qneftions  ;  if  any  literary  fubjc<ft  is 
cauvafled,  he  pronounces  it  pedantic, 
and  coniiders  the  perfon  who  introduced 
it  as  derogating  from  his  own  impor¬ 
tance.  Such  a  man,  inflead  of  being  the 
patron,  is  always  the  difeourager,  and 
frequently  the  declared  enemy, of  erudi¬ 
tion.  On  the  other  hand,  a  perfon  of 
po  furtune  fees  the  ncceirity  of  beft owing 


fome  pains  upon  himfelf,  being  the  only 
method  by  which  he  can  infure  fuccefs 
in  bufihefs,  and  procure  the  approbation 
of  the  judicious  part  of  mankind.  The 
man  of  opulence  may  at  flrfl  ufe  his  en¬ 
deavours  to  deprefs  him,  but  he  rifes  fu- 
perior  to  any  fuch  malicious  attempt ; 
his  vigilance  and  attention  increafe  in 
proportion  to  the  difficulties  thrown  in 
his  way,  and  he  finds  within  himfelf 
fourccs  of  happinefs,  to  which  the  rich 
man  is  a  (Iranger. 

My  friend  Sincerus  was,  in  fome  mca- 
fure,  an  inftance  of  the  truth  of  thefe  i  c- 
fledions.  Some  great  men  of  the  vil¬ 
lage  where  Sincerus  was  born,  having 
conceived  an  unaccountable  difguft  at 
him,  did  everything  in  their  pow-er  to 
cramp  his  education,  and  render  his 
life  uneafy.  His  errors  were  magnified 
into  wilful  faults,  his  youthful  follies  in¬ 
to  crimes,  and  even  his  beft  and  molt  in¬ 
nocent  adions  were  reprefented  as  pro- 
cccditig  from  a  heart  tiuilured  with  hy- 
pociify,  malevolence,  and  deceit,  lie 
was  ridiculed  and  frowned  at  in  every 
company ;  he  was  given  to  undcritand 
that  he  was  not  welcome,  and  his  en¬ 
deavours  to  remove  this  unmerited  aver* 
fion  were  altogether  difregarded.  Sin¬ 
cerus  made  the  proper  ufe  of  his  fit  na¬ 
tion.  Inftead  of  linking  under  the 
weight  of  difeouragement,  he  redoubled 
his  diligence,  and  as  he  plainly  faw  that 
his  merit  alone  miift  pave  the  vvay  to 
his  future  fortune,  he  fpared  no  pains 
nor  expcnce  within  the  compafs  of  his 
flender  circumftances,  lo  attain  fuch 
knowledge  as  was  requifite  for  his  future 
fituation  in  life.  In  fliort,  Sincerus 
from  being  the  objed  of  contempt,  be¬ 
came  the  envy  of  thofe  very  perfoni 
who  at  firft  attempted  to  criifli  him, 
and  finiflied  with  reputation  and  honour 
a  life  which  commenced  with  very  unfa¬ 
vourable  circumftances.  *  Sincerus  has 
confefled  to  me,  that  he  was  natii»-aily 
of  a  gay  and  carelefs  temper,  hut  that 
the  treatment  he  met  with  from  his  ene¬ 
mies  made  him  extremely  cautious  and 
referved  ;  and  that,  were  it  not  for  the 
infults  he  received  fiom  them,  it  is  pro¬ 
bable  he  would  have  been  the  ignorant 
ftupkl  creature  they  wifticd  him,  and 
obliged  to  feek  a  livelihood,  by  driving  a 
parcel  of  hogs  to  market,  or  hawking  a-, 
bout  the  country  with  a  wallet  on  his 
back.  Thus,  Mr  Printer,  what  was  at 
firft  intended  to  his  prejudice  turned 
out  ill  the  end  to  his  advantage.7-Judge| 
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tlicn,  whether  he  had  not  reafon  to  love  circulating  than  there  is  of  counterfeit 
his  enemies  !  bearing  a  falfc  /lamp,  and

:*.illuft  informs  us,  that,  while  Carthage 
ftourilhed,  the  rival  and  enemy  of  Rome, 
the  Homans  were,  abroad,  the  braveft, 
the  molt  generous  nation  under  the  fun; 
at  home,  were  united  by  a  fenfe  of  com¬ 
mon  danger;  but  when  Carthage  was 
dertroyed,  and  the  Romans  had  no  ene¬ 
my  to  fear,  they  plunged  infenlibly  into 
vice  and  villainy,  cruelty,  extravagance, 
and  dilhpaiion  ;  their  great  men  formed 
luccefsful  fehemes  for  extinguiihing  the 
Hbenies  of  their  country,  and  tilled  all 
Italy  with  horror,  devaftation,  and 
blviodflied.  Would  it  not  have  been 
happy  for  the  Romans  that  they  ftill 
had  had  enemies  to  keep  them  in  awe  !

SIR, 

'P  a  time  when  what  is  generally 
termed  Wit  is  rated  fo  high,  that 
it  feems  futheient  to  preponderate  a- 
gainft  accompliihmciits  of  much  more 
real  and  folid  woith,  it  maybe  worth 
'vhile  to  obferve  upon  fomc  fpecies  of 
this  glittering  qualiticatiou,  and  alfo  to 
au.ertain  of  what  real  ufe  they  arc  to  a 
in  in  in  parting  through  the  world. 

In  the  lirft  place,  it  may  be  nccclTary 
to  obferve,  th.it  there  is  not,  perhaps,  a 
Ijt  .'aier  quantity  of  couiUcrfcit  money 


In  the  two  latter  deferiptions,  men  arc 
often  fecn  to  furpafs  them ;  though, 
upon  the  whole,  moft  people  have  ima¬ 
gined  the  brilliancy  of  wit  to  be  better 
iiiited  to  the  fair  fex,  than  to  the  fteadi- 
nefs  which  is  conceived  to  be  the  pe¬ 
culiar  charaderiftic  of  men.  But  this  is 
a  dil'putc  wfiich  I  mean  not  here  to  enter 
into ;  neither  ftiall  I  give  a  minute  de^ 
finilion  of  what  Wit  is  ;  the  general  idea 
I  have  attempted  to  give  of  it,  being  fuf- 
ficient  for  an  introduction  to  what  1  am 
about  to  treat  of  in  tliis  eftay. 

There  is  a  fpecies  of  wit  called  Rail¬ 
lery,  which  is  frequently  abufed  ;  a  feion 
of  this  ftock  is  what  is  called  Joking.  I 
ftiall  at  prefent  let  the  tribe  of  greater 
wits  alone,  and  only  animadvert  on  the 
<worJhtpful  company  of  fokersy  who,  as 
they  are  apt  to  make  free  with  every 
body,  will  doubtlefs  excufe  my  making 
free  wnth  them  upon  this  occafion. 

1  have  ever  thought  that  a  good  j^kcy  as 
the  phrafe  is,  was  a  good  thing ;  but  I 
have  always  likewife  thought,  that  the 
art  of  joking  was  not  known  to  every 
witling,  and  that  feveral  things  were  nc- 
ctlfary  to  render  a  joke  a  good  one  ;  for 
example,  i.  That  it  ftiould  neither  be 
profane,  nor  of  an  evil  tendency,  a. 
That  it  fliould  be  fhort  and  lively  ;  and 
if  it  be  in  the  narrative  way,  that  it 
ihould  at  Icaft  have  a  verifimilitudc.  3« 
That  it  lliould  in  fuch  cafe  be  well  told  i 
and,  4.  That  it  ftiould  be  well  timed. 

I  have  known,  indeed,  many  people 
pafs  for  jokers  among  their  particular 
friends  or  bottle-companions,  who  at¬ 
tended  not  to  thefe  rules;  but  I  have  al¬ 
ways  found  them  defpifed  by  the  truly 
wile:  whereas  a  man  who  is  capable  of 
delivering  a  w'ell -conducted  joke  in  a 
proper  manner,  is  fre<]uently  juftly 
cftcemed  the  life  of  the  company. 

I  might  add,  that  the  profrjfed  jokers 
are  m^ftly  defective  in  one  or  other  of 
the  points  1  have  fpecified  ;  and  I  have 
known  fome  pretended  ones,  who  were 
really  wanting  in  them  all.  I  muft  pro-  ' 
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whether  on  account  of  my  peculiar 
nicety,  or  to  whatever  otlicr  caufe  it  is 
(mini:,  I  have  found  but  few  in  the 
com  fc  of  my  life  whom  I  thouglit  quall- 
fed  for  joking  with  propritty,  though  I 
liave  found  in  moR  companies  thofe 
who  thought  thenifelves  great  adepts  in 
this  very  diverting  art. 

My  acquaintance,  Harry  AtalU  may  be 
ranked  among  thole  who  arc  termed 
YrofeJ.d  jokers  ;  vct  his  genius  being  ra¬ 
ther  eccentric,  all  my  rhetoric  could  ne¬ 
ver  yet  prevail  upon  him  ttridtly  to  attend 
to  the  rules  which  I  have  lakl  down  ; 
though  he  never  breaks  them  without 
incurring  feme  inconvenience  or  other, 
if  he  is  in  fenfible  company,  which,  to 
give  him  his  due,  he  always  chufes  to 
treqiient ;  though  by  fome  fmall  ncgle<S 
of  what  is  commonly  termed  Manners, 
which  he  now  and  then  forgets  in  his 
le^rch  after  w’it,  he  is  fometimes  exclu¬ 
ded  by  thofe  who  would  otherwife  have 
delighted  in  his  acquaintance. 

Harry  is  generally  edeemed  a  conver- 
fible  man,  has  fome  (liare  of  wit,  yet 
more  of  humotir,  and  by  his  condud  in 
life  appears  to  be  far  from  ill-natured; 
nay,  fome  of  his  jokes  are  excellent ;  but 
his  fatire  is  moflly  too  pohited^  and 
therefore  generally  fails  of  any  good  ef¬ 
fect  on  others,  and  fometimes  procures 
ill  ones  to  himfelf.  His  jokes  are  gene¬ 
rally  well  conftruded  and  well  exprelTcd, 
but  they  are  not  always  w'cll  timed  ;  and 
from  hence  arife  the  inconvcnicncics 
which  I  have  mentioned. 

Among  the  reft  of  his  mifadventurcs, 
Harry  being  one  day  in  company  with  a 
perfon  to  whom  he  had  ow^ed  a  large 
fnm  of  money  for  a  confiderable  time, 
and  who  had  forborne  troubling  him  on 
repeated  alTuranccs  of  payment,  all  of 
winch  were  fuccefiively  falfificd,  thought 
lit  to  oafs  one  of  his  jokes  on  his  credi¬ 
tor,  which  being  replete  with  fatire,  and 
hinting  at  fome  circumfta'nccs  relative  to 
h’s  private  life,  ftting  him  to  the  quick. 
Vexed  at  the  apparent  ingratitude  of 
Harry,  and  meeting  him  the' next  day  at 
the  fame  place,  when  the  joker  repe^cd 
lii«  f.dly  of  w’it,  and  aihrmed  it  was  a 
good  joke  ;  “  Prav,  Sir,  (faid  the  credi- 
tor,  gravely)  w’hat  would  you  think,  if  I 
w.*re  inftnntly  to  arrefl  you  for  w  hat  you 
ow'c  me  “  IW  O —  I  (faid  Harry,  w'ho 
i'*  too  much  addi<fted  to  fwearing)  that 
V  f>ulcl  be  a  d — *d  bad  joke.’*  “  It  is  a 
i'ueonff  however  (replied  the  other);  all 


men  have  not  equal  abilities ;  fince  I 
have  allowed  you  to  joke  in  your  fway^ 
you  muft  alfo  permit  me  to  joke  in  mine.** 
Wliercupon  an  officer  entered,  and  took 
him  into  ciiftody,  and  having  no  bail, 
many  a  weary  month’s  imprifonnicnt 
was  the  confequcncc  of  his  ill-timed 
joke. 

This  incident,  among  many  others  to 
which  I  liave  been  witnefs,  may  (hew 
the  neceffity  of  properly  timing  a  joke. 
One  thing,  at  lead,  I  mud  obferve,  that 
many  have  loll  their  friends  by  joking, 
but  1  believe  there  arc  few  who  can  with 
truth  aflert,  ‘hat  by  a  joke  they  have 
gained  a  real  friend  ;  the  rcdfon  of 
which  feems  to  be,  that  moft  people 
think  thofe  the  bed  jokes  which  arc  fa- 
tirical  ;  and  w'e  all  know  that  fatire  ia 
by  no  means  the  proper  cement  of 
friendfliip. 

With  regard  to  profane  or  ill-mcan- 
ing  jeds,  they  are  to  be  reprobated  by  , 
every  good  and  wife  man,  as  there  can 
be  no  jed  in  affronting  religion,  or  in¬ 
juring  or  infuiting  a  fellow-creature.  . 
Under  thjs  laft  predicament  w  e  may  rec¬ 
kon  jelling  at  people  under  misfortunes. 
Should  the  pci  fons  be  enemies,  it  is  the 
triumph  of  a  low,  illiberal  mind,  w’hich' 
ought  to  be  'held  in  detedation.  In 
lliort,  I  think  the  rules  already  laid 
down  will  tend  to  make  jokes  harmlefs 
as  well  as  entertaining;  while  on  the 
other  hand,  an  ill-told  joke  is  worfc  than 
infipid,  an  ill-timed  one  may  do  harm, 
and  an  ill-natured  one  is  an  infult.  Rail¬ 
lery  carried  too  far  is  ill  manner^,  and 
injuries,  under  the  colour  of  jells,  arc  aa 
outrage  on  humanity.

Reftdent  at  the  Hague,  with  whom  his 
Lordjhip  carried  on  a  conjlant  Ctfrre-' 
fpondencCi  and  to  one  of  whofe  Sons  ho 
had  been  Godfather,  prom  the  Mifcrl- 
lancous  Works  of  Lord  Chellcrficld, 
jujl  publi/hed. 

EIntirely  agree  with  You  in  your  re- 
foliition  of  breeding  up  all  your  fons 
to  fome  profeflion  or  other,  but  at  the 
fame  time  your  iifual  vivacity  carries  yoo 
much  too  .prematurely  to  lix  their  fcvc- 
ral  deftinations.  You  muft  not  fo  much 
confidcr  what  you  would  chufc  for  them, - 
as  what  they  are  likely  to  fucceed  beft 


in  ;  and  that  cannot  be  difeovered  thefe 
frven  or  eight  years.  It  is  certain  that^  , 
whether  from  nature,  or  from  early  ac¬ 
cidental  imprelfions  in  their  youth,  I 
will  not  fay,  it  being  very  hard  to  diftin- 
guifli,  children,  after  eight  or  ten  years 
of  age,  often  Oiew  a  determined  prefe¬ 
rence  for  fome  particular  profeflion, 
which  it  would  be  imprudent  for  their 
parents  to  oppofe  ;  becanfe,  in  that  cafe, 
they  w  uld  furcly  not  fuccecd  fo  well, 
or  perhaps  at  all,  in  any  other.  In  the 
mean  time  give  them  all  eventually  a 
gt^od  education, fu  as toqnalily  them  toa 
certain  degree  for  wh.Stfoever  profellion 
yon  and  they  may  hereafter  agree  upon; 
for  1  repeat  it  again,  their  approbation 
is  full  as  necelVary  as  yonrs.  Thefe, 
however,  are  the  general  rules  by  which 
1  would  point  out  to  them  the  profef- 
fions  which  1  ihould  feverally  wifli  them 
to  apply  to.  1  would  recommend  the 
army  or  the  navy  to  a  boy  of  a  warm 
conftitution,  ftrong  animal  fpirits,  and  a 
cold  genius  ;  to  one  of  quick,  lively,  and 
diltinguilhing  parts,  the  law  ;  to  a  good, 
dull,  and  decent  boy,  the  church  ;  and 
traJc  to  an  aciUe,  thinking,  and  labori¬ 
ous  one.  1  with  that  my  godfon,  for 
whom  yon  mult  allow  me  f»>me  degree 
of  predilection,  may  lake  a  liking  to  the 
law  ;  for  this  is  the  truly  independent 
profefnon.  People  will  only  trull  their 
property  to  the  care  of  the  ablcll  law¬ 
yer,  be  he  Whig  or  Tory,  well  or  ill  at 
court.  •  *  ♦ 

TThoiigh  there  is  nothing  new'  in  the 
above  obfervations,  yet  they  are  truly 
charatteriftic,  and  Ihcw  how  much  lord 
Cheilerficid  had  the  proper  breeding  up 
'  of  children  at  hcart.3 

Anecdotes  of  the  late  Earl  of  Ches¬ 
terfield. 

The  late  lord  Radnor,  with  many 
good  qualities,  and  even  learning 
ar.d  parts,  had  a  llrong  defire  of  being 
thought  Ikilful  in  phytic,  and  w’as  very 
expert  in  bleeding.  Lord  Chcltcrtield, 
who  knew  his  foible,  and  on  a  particu¬ 
lar  occafivin  wanted  to  have  his  vote, 
came  to  him  one  morning,  and,  after 
having  converfed  upon  indifferent  mat¬ 
ters,  complained  of  the  head-ach,  and 
dcfired  his  lordftiip  to  feel  his  pulfe.  It 
was  found  to  beat  high,  and  a  hint  of 
lofmg  blood  wa»  givea.  1  have  no  ob¬ 


jection  ;  and,  as  I  hear  your  lordfhip  hat 
a  mafterly  hand,  will  you  favour  me 
with  trying  your  lancet  upK)n  me  ? — A 
propos,  faid  lord  Chefterfield,  after  the 
operation,  do  you  go  to  the  houft  to-day? 
Lord  Radnor  anfwered,  /  did  not  intend 
to  gOy  not  being  fiijjicienily  informed  of  the 
quejlion  ^bicb  is  to  be  debated ;  but  you 
that  have  confdered  ity  fwhich  fide  will  you 
be  of? — The  earl,  who  had  gained  hit 
confidence,  eafily  d're^tcd  his  judgment; 
He  carried  him  to  the  houfe,  and  got 
him  to  vote  as  he  plcafed.  He  ufed  af¬ 
terwards  to  lay,  that  none  of  his  friends 
had  done  as  much  as  he,  having  literal¬ 
ly  bled  for  the  good  of  his  country  ^ 

WHEN  lord  Chefterfield  was  appoin¬ 
ted  lord  lieutenant  of  Ireland,  fcvcral  ap¬ 
plications  W'crc  made  to  him  by  perfons 
of  abilities  for  the  office  of  lecretary. 
His  lordfhip  held  it  as  an  eftablifhed 
maxim,  that  if  a  fecretary  is  capable  and 
enterprizing,  he  becomes  the  principal ; 
the  governor  is  eclipfed  and  (bares  only 
the  odium,  but  never  the  honour  of  his 
fubftitute's  management.  Lord  Chefter- 
field  therefore  appointed  Mr  Lyddcl  his 
fccretaiy,  who,  to  ufe  his  lordfliip’sowo 
words,  was  a  very  genteel  pretty  young 
felkwy  but  not  a  man  of  buftnefs.  Upon 
his  firft  vifit,  the  earl  told  him,  5/r,  you 
will  receive  the  emoluments  of  your  phuce^ 
hut  I  will  do  the  bujinefs  myfelf  being  de» 
termined  to  have  no  firjl  minijler.  It  is 
well  known  with  what  moderation, 
equity,  and  wifdom,  his  lordfhip  eo- 
verned  the  kingdom  of  Ireland,  at  that 
time  in  a  ftate  of  anarchy,  and  his  name 
is  revered  there  at  this  day.  His  lordfhip 
being  afked  how  he  could  go  through  16 
much  bufinefs,  replied,  hecaufe  I  never 
defer  till  to-morrow  what  I  can  do  /o- 
day, 

AT  the  beginning  of  the  reign  of 
George  II.  a  perfon  told  lord  Scarbo- 
rough,  lord  Chefterfield,  and  lord  Lonf- 
dale,  that  the  king  intended  to  clofet 
them,  with  regard  to  fomething  that  was 
to  be  propofed  in  the  houfe  of  lords;  but 
they  all  three  rcqutfted  that  his  raajclly 
would  not  do  it,  for  it  would  have  nO 
influence  upon  ihem,  but,  on  the  con¬ 
trary,  make  tl^cni  fo  much  the  more  u- 
pon  their  guard,  being  determined  to 
vote  according  to  their  own  way  of 
thinking,  as  their  honour  and  c^nfcicncc 
direded  them.

R  Mefmcr,  who  had  been  long 
celebrated  for  the  aftonifbing 
cures  he  has  pertormed  with  the  load- 
ftoiir,  has  lately  rendered  himfelf  parti¬ 
cularly  fam  us  by  reftoring  light  to  a 
\oung  lady  who  became  blind  at  the  age 
of  three  years  by  the  fmall-pox,  and  was 
allowed  a  penlioii  by  his  imperial  and 
royal  majelly,  in  conlideration  of  her 
misfortune  and  extraordinary  talents, 
which  were  particularly  confpicuous  in 
the  great  Knowledge  Ibe  had  ac^juired  in 
mufic,  of  which  Ihc  was  perfedt  miftrefs. 
She  had  been  blind  fourteen  years  when 
tf»e  dodfor  became  acquainted  with  her; 
and  finding  he  could  be  of  fcrvice  to  her, 
undertook  her  cafe,  and  by  the  applica¬ 
tion  of  a  loadftone,  ac  ording  to  his  par¬ 
ticular  methotl,  of  which  he  makes  no 
fecret,  cntiiely  reftored  her  the  ufe  of 
her  eyes.  This  lady,  who  is  naturally 
gay,  was  fo  alfedted  at  the  tirft^  percep¬ 
tion  of  light,  that  flie  went  out  of  one 
fit  into  another  for  fome  lime ;  fhe 
thinks  the  human  figure  very  odd,  and 
laughs  when  Ihe  fees  hcrfclf  in  a  glafs  ; 
fhe  is  much  furprized  at  the  form  of  ma¬ 
ny  things,  which  {he  only ‘was  acquaint¬ 
ed  with  by  the  touch,  particularly  that 
of  her  harpficliord,  upon  which  (be  can¬ 
not  play  but  with  her  eyes  covered. 
This  young  perfon  is  a  very  intcrefting 
objedt,  both  for  the  phyfician  and  the 
philofopher.’*

Madrid i  March  8.  “  The  advices  re- 
fnecting  the  contraband  trade  carried  on 
to  Vera  Cruz  are  confirmed.  It  is  in 
conlequencc  of  it  that  feven  Englifh  fliips 
Imvc  been  Hopped  in  the  guU  of  Mexico, 
tlu.'  captains  of  which  have  been  impri- 
foned  with  molt  of  their  crews.  '^Thefe 
captains  feeing  themfclves  threatened 
wiih  death,  have  confefled  they  had  car¬ 
ried  on  this  prohibited  commerce  thefe 
live  years  pafi,  by  which  they  had*gaincd 
one  million  cf  piaftres  ;  and  that  I'evcral 
American  merchants  of  Vera  Cruz,  and 
others  in  the  adjacent  parts,  were  con¬ 
cerned  in  it.  The  grand  alcaide,  and 
levtr.d  other  perfons  there  involved  in 
that  allair,  have  owmed  tlteir  crime.  It 
w.v  found  out  by  their  depolitions,  that, 
dining  that  interval,  upwards  of  300 
Ihips  had  entered  that  port,  to  the  pre¬ 
judice  of  every  thing  that  was  lent  from 
Cadiz  hy  the  annual  fleet.**

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twenty  minutes  after  one  o'clock,  the 
enemy  was  within  half  a  inulkct*  fliot 
of  us,  when  we  gave  them  three 
cheers,  which  they  anfwered,  and  the 
aiJlion  directly  began,  which  continued 
very  warm  till  near  five,  when  our  anta- 
ponift  (heered  off,  but  not  before  fhe  had 
killed  us  thirty-two  men,  and  wounded 
near  forty,  and  fliot  away  the  greateft 
part  of  our  rigging,  and  to  di fabled  us 
as  to  render  it  very  difficult  for  us  to 
keep  from  finking. 

“  About  three  o'clock  next  morning 
(by  fomc  unknown  accident)  our  (hip 
was  difeovered  to  be  dangeroufly  on  fire. 
We  ufed  our  utmofi  endeavours  to  ex- 
tinguifh  it ;  but  in  a  quarter  of  an  hour 
we  were  reduced  to  the  neceffity  of  chu- 
finp  either  to  burn  or  drown.  Some 
fiiared  the  former,  but  moft  chofc  the 
latter,  which  was  my  choice  ;  accor¬ 
dingly  I  defeended  by  a  rope  into  the 
water.  By  this  time  none  could  remain 
on  board  untouched  by  the  flames.  I 
nevtrthelefs  kept  faft  to  the  rope,  cx- 
pc(fting  every  moment  the  flop  to  blow 
up,  while  numbers  were  drowned  on 
every  fide  of  me.  After  being  in  this 
melancholy  fituation  two  hours,  during 
which  time  death  had  fwallowed  up 
molt  of  ns,  our  gib-boom;  and  fprit- fail- 
yard,  and  top-fail-yard,  dropped  clofc 
by  me,  the  rigging  about  them  being 
burnt.  Weary  as  I  was,  and  no  fwim- 
mer,  yet  it  w^as  not  long  'ere  I  gained 
their  friendly  aid,  and,  with  nineteen  of 
the  furvivors,  we  did  our  utmoft  to  get 
this  raft  clear  of  the  fhip,  which  we  ac- 
compliihed  juft  time  enough  to  avoid  the 
explofion  of  the  Ihip  blowing  up,  and, 
about  two  o'clock  in  the  afternoon, 
were  taken  up  by  a  Spaniflr  fchooner, 
and  carried  to  Monte  Chrifii.  We  have 
been  treated  with  the  greateft  humanity 
roffible  to  exprefs.  Not  any  of  ui  fa- 
'ed  any  thing  more  than  wc  had  on  our 
backs  ;  and  we  have  not  only  been  fup- 
plicd  with  what  cloathing  wc  were  in 
want  of,  but  treated  with  the  greateft 
frieiidflup  and  civility.  They  fiavc  not 
fo  much  as  left  us  a  want  unfatisfied, 
that  wc  could  in  reafon  expedt  to  be 
complied  with."

“  I  have  received  your  two  favours  of 
the  14th  and  19th  of  Atiguft,  and  rejoice 
with  yon,  that  you  have  fucceeded  fo 
happily  in  placing  the  majority  of  the 
council  in  the  government.  The  honour 
of  condutling  fo  difficult  and  dangerous 
a  bufinefs,  was  not  the  province  of  every 
one ;  and  it  is  moft  probable,  that,  w’ith- 
ont  your  affiftance,  few  of  tliofc  who 
have  partaken  *>f  the  danger  woujd 
bave  had  fpii  it  and  magnanimity  enough 
to  have  enferprired  it  to  its  execution  ; 
althrueh,  having  proceeded  fo  far,  their 
own  fifety  at  laft  depended  upon  com- 
pleating  the  work.

He  will  fee,  in  our  public  letter, 
that  we  did  wait  for  the  council  of  Ma- 
drafs’s  letter  of  the  49th  paft,  to  delibe¬ 
rate  on  the  fubje^t  of  the  majority’s  firft 
letter,  together  with  that  of  lord  Pigot’s 
of  the  29th,  and  unauimoufly  to  deter¬ 
mine  on  the  fiipport  of  the  actual  go¬ 
vernment.  The  council’s  letter  of  the 
29th  did  not  arrive  till  feveral  days  after¬ 
wards,  and  has  hot  yet  been  confidered.

“  Much  as  I  regret  the  neceffity  which 
has  compelled  you  to  wreft  the  powers 
of  government  from  the  hands  of  lord 
Pigot,  I  both  approve  and  applaud  the 
meafurc  ;  and  moft  fincerely  congratu¬ 
late  you  upon  the  facility  and  fuccefs 
with  which  it  was  accomplifhed. 

“  ,Thc  nrodcration  of  your  former 
conduv^i,  u  hicli  might  and  would  have 
fnhiected  you  to  cenfure  had  the  fame 
riefpotic  fyftcm  continued,  does  honour 
to  the  fpirit,  no  lefs  than  to  the  pru¬ 
dence,  with  which  you  feized  theprifitf 
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in  which  it  became  your  indifpcnfibic 
duty  to  aS.  with  valour  and  dccifion. 

“  So  fudden  a  recovery  of  the  confti- 
tution  from  an  ufurpation  To  confirmed, 
and  from  a  fpirit  fo  determined  as  his 
lordfliip's  was,  efFc<fted  without  blood- 
Ihcri,  \nthout  tumult,  and  without  the 
violation  of  one  legal  form,  is  almoll 
without  example ;  ^nd  you  may  aflure 
yourfclf  that  it  will,  and  muft  be  ratified 
at  home.  Though  this  is  an  event  of 
too  important  a  nature  to  admit  of  any 
private  confidcration  .in  the  opinion 
which  I  have  formed  of  it,  yet,  that  be¬ 
ing  formed  upon  the  molt  folid  and  im¬ 
partial  grounds,  I  may  b<t  allowed  to  in¬ 
dulge  the  feelings  which  arife  from  the 
reHeilioiiS,  that  a  conteft  of  fo  difficult 
and  delicate  a  nature  has  determined  fo 
happily  for  your  credit  and  advantage  ; 
and  t  il  at  my  other  friends,  whofe  afro- 
ciate  I  had  once  the  happinefs  to  be, 
dining  a  period  in  which  the  company’s 
affairs  at  Madrafs  were  condudlcd  with 
as  much  harmony  and  regularity  as  ever 
influenced  the  conduA  of  that  hoard, 
have  borne  fo  confiderable  and  fteady  a 
part  in  it. 

“  You  will  have  known,  from  our 
public  letter,  which  was  difpatched  to 
you  by  the  lift  poft,  that  my  fentiments 
upon  this  event  could  not  have  differed 
much  from  my  prefent  expreflions  of 
them.  That  letter  was  written  as  expe- 
ditionfly  as  it  could  hav^  been  upon  a 
fubjcift  of  fuch  confequenic,  and  by  men 
not  accuftomed  to  unanimity. 

“  I  wait  impatiently  to  hear  of  your 
fubfequent  tranfadtions,  but  without  any 
apprehenlion  of  ill  news  ;  yet  I  own  I 
ftiall  be  cafier  in  mjnd  when  your  late 
prefidcnt  is  retnrncd  to  England,  as  his 
prefence  muft  be  productive  of  fomc  dif- 
trefs,  and  check  the  operations  of  your 
government.’*

After  the  clerk  declared  the  numbers^ 
Mr  Farmer  arofe,  and  faid,  he  difap- 
proved  of  the  legality  of  the  proceedings, 
and  was  determined  to  enter  his  proteft. 

Mr  Macleane,  the  avowed  agent  and 
hired  advocate  for  the  Nabob  of  Arcot, 
fnpporting  his  friend,  Mr  Farmer,  pre¬

not. 

Mr  Macleane  was  fpiritcdly  replied  to 
by  gov.

thunder,  and  the  earth  trembled  as  from 
the  lliock  of  an  earthquake.  In  a  few 
minutes  after,  he  found  the  ground,  on 
winch  he  was  walking,  going  down ; 
and  in  an  inftant  the  face  of  a  rock,  of 
fourteen  foot,  (bowed  itftlf  at  his  back, 
laickily,  however,  no  lives  have  been 
loft  ;  for,  as  the  ground  falls  down  in 
large  fpaces,  and  is  much  agitated  before 
it'  finks,  the  people  employed  io  the 
works  have  time  to  retreat.''
